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THE DEFEATED CANDIDATES. 
The friends of Mr. Keyes and Senator 
Howe are undoubtedly sorely disappointed 
over the defeat of their chosen candidates. 
But the defeat is not a humiliating one. 
Had some “ dark horse” won the Senatorial 
honor, some one whose ability did not 
equal the three prominent candidates, and 
whose election would not have reflected 
credit on the State, then Mr. Keyes and 
Senator Howe and the entire Republican 
party might have 
felt 
humiliated and 
disappointed. But the fact that they were 
beaten in the contest by Matt. Carpenter, 
a man who, like Saul among his brethren, 
“stands head and shoulders above them 
all” so far as mental power is concerned, 
should not wound the feelings of either 
Mr. Keyes of Senator Howe or their friends. 
They made a strong fight, were supported 
by some of the best men in the State, bat 
Carpenter’s towering intellect, his wide 
reputation, and the fact that a large major­ 
ity

for Senator, exerted an 
Influence which was almost irresistible. 
Mr. Keyes has a vast number of personal 
friends in all parts of the State. 
He has 
given positions to scores of applicants who 
no one else could help. 
He has done a 
great deal of hard work for the party, aril 
it was but natural that those who labored 
for his election to the Senate were earnest, 
industrious, and hopeful. 
Ile magnani­ 
mously accepts the situation, and while 
disappointed at the result, he 
is not 
crushed. 
Senator Howe will vacate his seat in the 
Senate on the third of next March. For 
eighteen years he has sat in that chamber. 
Ho has taken a very conspicuous part in 
the proceedings of Congress during the 
most eventful period In the history of the 
country. During the four years of war 
the souls of men were tried and their pat­ 
riotism tested, aud the reconstruction peri­ 
od was a time when the good sense and 
sound judgment of Senators and Members 
were put in the balance. 
D.uring ail 
those years, Senator Howe never faltered. 
He may have committed blunders which 
displeased the party, but there is no man 
free from errors. He made a speech on the 
25lh of last March in the Senate which he 
deemed proper to make, but which was 
condemned by the very best men in the 
party all oyer the country. That untimely 
speech—one which was full of bitterless 
and hate—may not have defeated him for 
re-election, but it largely increased the 
Dumber of his opponents in the Republican 
party. He is a man of deep convictions, 
of considerable ability, ot unstained char­ 
acter, and of unshaken loyalty, and will 
depart from the Senate taking with him 
the best wishes of the Republican party of 
Wisconsin. That he should have been de­ 
feated Is not strange. His long service in 
the Senate, and the growing sentiment that 
his mission is ended, led to the opposition 
to his re-election and his Anal defeat.

Professor Pattengill, who 
has now the Greek chair, is from the Mich* 
igan University, and Professor Freeman, 
who takes the chair made vacant by the 
untimely death of Professor, Carpenter, is 
of Chicago, and is said to be a very accom­ 
plished scholar.

THE NEW PENSION BILL. 
9 


There are grave doubts in the minds of 
many very intelligent persona aa to the 
propriety of the new pension bill becoming 
a law. The question is such an important 
one that the Cabinet have taken the mat'er 
under serious consideration. Before un­ 
dertaking to approve the bill or to veto it, 
the President referred the bill to the Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury ani the Secretary of 
the Interior, tor estimates as to the amount 
of money the bill, lf approved, would draw 
from the Treasury. The experts differ as 
to the amount. Some claim that It would 
reach above OO millions of dollars. At the 
Pension Office the best estimate is OO mil­ 
lions, though this was based on a hasty 
examination 
of the books. 
Secretary 
Schurz says it will take from the public 
treasury at least OO millions, and Secretary 
Sherman places the sum at IOO millions. 
The Cabinet were a unit in regretting that 
the bill had passed Congress, for the 
reason that 
the 
condition 
of 
the 
Treasury, 
the 
early 
stage 
of 
resumption, ana the continually decreas­ 
ing of the revenues, do not warrant such 
an extravagant expenditure of 
public 
money. Aud yet the President does not feel 
inclined to veto it for the reason that he 
can find no constitutional objections to the 
bill, and again, should he return the bill to 
the House with his objections, he is con­ 
vinced that Congress would pass it over his 
Veto. The Cabinet w’ere unanimous in ex­ 
pressing the belief that ll w ill be impossible 
for the Treasury to meet the demands of 
tbs bill except uy a very large increase t f 
taxation or an addition to the bonded debt 
oi the country. 
Before passing the bill, 
Congress should have provided the means 
of paying the twenty, fifty, or a hundred 
millions of dollars, or whatever sum the 
bill, if parsed, would draw from the Treas­ 
ury. 
As to the justice of the bill, there are 
differences of« pinion. 
Some regard it a 
wise and a just measure, while others con­ 
sider it a bill to promote the pecuniary in­ 
terests of claim agents. la many instances 
it will no 
doubt 
place 
a 
large 
sum of money into the hands of undesen• j 
ing persons,but in many other cists it will 
extend relief to tuose who justly merit it- 
Tne bill.it is claimed, will allow each new ] 
pensioner, if he Is a private, from $ 1,200 lo j 
$1,600 aa a first payment, while the 
amount to officer! w^uid bi from two to 
four times that amount. Of course, one of 1 
the bad features of such a bill, is that it ! 
will place a large sum<f m incy in the; 
bands of those who are unworthy to be j 
pensioners.

HALLUCINATIONS. 


T lire e Moille w it a t R e m a r k a b le C a se s 
o f S e lf - D e s tr u c tio n . 
St. Louis Poet. 
There are several cases on record of hal­ 
lucinations haying caused death. Three of 
them are interesting. 
One victim was an 
old gentleman named Dare, who lived in 
Dover. 
He was much afflicted by a loud, 
deep voice, which he heard continually, 
whether in the quietude of his room or the 
noisy bustling ot the street. 
He would be awakened suddenly in the 
night by the voice which seemed to know 
his thoughts almost before he bad conceiv­ 
ed them. 
It rightly interpreted subjects of 
great importance, but supplemented the 
answer to the question which Dare had 
been trying to solve by annoying remarks 
which were often threatening and abusive, 
and sometimes offensive and distressing. 
He spent thousands of dollars for physi­ 
cians, but they did him no good. 
His 
friends reasoned with him, but it was im­ 
possible to persuade him that the voice had 
no real existence, but was due to the dis­ 
ordered condition of his nervous system. 
At last, to obtain 6leep, be was driven to 
the expedient ol buying a music box which 
he placed on a table Dear his bed and 
wound up before retiring for the night 
The noise of the music drowned the noise 
of the voice, but as soon as the tunes ceased 
to be heard he would awake and would 
have to wind up the machinery again. One 
day, the 20th of March, 18G7, he wrote a 
letter to his wile, explaining that life was 
no longer bearable because of his affliction, 
and, going to the cellar, hung himself. 
One of the strangest cases ever chron­ 
icled was that of a Miss Christy, c f Alton, 
Illinois. She was a young lady of more 
than ordinary beauty, ana was gifted with 
Intellectual abilities of no mean rank. In 
the early part of March, 187$, she became 
afflicted with a strange hallucination. She 
imagined that there was a throbbing, buzz 
ing sensation in her head. 
It was it m i r 
iaas of winged insects were pursuing ami 
encircling her with a constant buzz. 
The 
imaginary sound was aa un-peakable agony 
The tortures sue suffered must have been 
inconceivable. 
From morn to night, from 
day to day, from week to week, from the 
inception of her nervousness to the tragic 
end of her life the inexorable noise wa* 
with her. {Sleeping or waking it was the 
same; the incessant buzz forged link after 
link of the invisible chain 
which soon
